Alumni of Union College Who Rendered Dis- 
tinguished Services to Their Country 
During the Civil War 

WILLIAM H. SEWARD. *BK. LL.D.. Class of 1820. 

He was United States Secretary of State through the war period. 
T^e evening that Lincoln was shot Seward was savagely attacked at his 
home, and his son, Frederick W. Seward, *BK. LL.D., of the Class of 
1849. who was Assistant Secretary of State, was seriously hurt when 
tiytng to prevent the assassins entering his father's room. 

JOHN BIGELOW, $BK. LL.D., Class of 1835. 

He was Consul General of the United States in Paris, and United 
States Minister to France during the war period. He rendered con- 
spicuous services in preventing the recognition of the Confederate States. 

AUSTIN BLAIR, #BK. LL.D.. Class of 1839. 

He was the War Governor of Michigan and an ardent supporter and 
heiper of President Lincoln. 

PRESTON KING, LL.D., Class of 1827. 
United States Senator from New York State. 

IRA HARRIS, #BK. LL.D., Class of 1824. 
United States Senator from New York State.

He fought 
with distinction at Manassas and Sharpsburg, but was too 
insubordinate to make a successful commander, so in 1 864 
he resigned and returned to Georgia. He disliked President 
Davis and opposed his policies. After the war he would 
not take the oath of allegiance so he was debarred from 
Congress.

He became Captain, August 6, 
1861 ; Major, March 3. 1863. Brevet Lieut. Colonel and 
Brevet Colonel U. S. A., July 6, 1864, for faithful services. 
He commanded the Engineer Battalion in the siege of York- 
town, April 1 2 to May 4, 1 862. He built the bridge over 
the Chickahominy, 2,000 feet long, August 12-14, 1862. 
He was Chief Engineer of the Army of the Potomac, Sept. 
8 to Nov. 5, 1862, during the Maryland Campaign. 
Chief Engineer of the Department of the South, Nov. 19, 

1862, to June 13, 1863, in the attacks on Fort McAllister, 
Ga., and in operations against Charleston, S. C, and again 
Chief Engineer of the Army of the Potomac from July 1 5, 

1 863, to June 8, 1 865. Brevet Brigadier General U. S. A. 
from March 13, 1865, for gallant and meritorious services 
during the siege of Petersburg and the defeat of Lee. 
After the War he became Lieut. Colonel, Corps of Engineers, 
March 7, 1 867 ; Colonel, Jan. 1 0, 1 883 ; Brigadier General, 
Chief of Engineers U. S. Army, Oct. 11, 1 886, and was 
retired, June 30, 1888. 

He was one of the joint commission to supervise the con- 
struction of the Washington National Monument, Oct. 1 1 , 
1886- June 30, 1888. 

The General Order of the Corps of Engineers regarding 
him says: " General Duane was a most distinguished officer 
of the Corps of Engineers. His professional attainments 
were of the highest order, and his public service was char- 
acterized by a faithful devotion to every duty."

The Tower Signal Station near Petersburg, Va. 
In charge of Thomas H. Fearey, Lieut. U. S. Signal Corps, during the 

winter of 1864-5 and until the fall of Petersburg on April 2, 1865. 
It was 140 feet high to main platform and 147 feet to top of telescope 

house where men are standing. Lieut. Fearey stands to the left at 

foot of tower. 
This was the most important signal station on the Petersburg battle line 

and was but 2,200 yards from the nearest Confederate battery.
